To the Editor: As It Is claimed by 
the officer* of the Canadian Pacific 
railway that the beneAta derived by 
the province from the construction and 
operation of the company’s railway 
have vastly exceeded the most sanguine 
expectations formed at the time the 
terms of union were agreed to, and 
as we have had a meeting In this city 
a few days ago of delegatee from all 
I parts of the laland, for the purpose of 
| devising some scheme for the develop¬ 
ment of the resources of what I* known 
to be tha richest part of the province, 
it may be well to go back a quarter of 
a century and ,flnd on what basis those 
sanguine expectations were built, and 
what the conditions on Vancouver Isl¬ 
and would have been to-day, had the 
railway been ronsrtucted on the route 
contemplated by all parties Interested 
in ( the project at that time. . 

The Carnarvon term* show plainly 
that the British Columbia representa¬ 
tive* Intended that the western termln- 
ua of the railway should be at Esqui¬ 
mau, that Vancouver Island was to be 
reached by way of Bute Inlet and that 
Victoria, the capital city of the prov¬ 
ince, wa* to be the headquarters of the 
company on the PaclAr coast.

The .Fisheries. t ' 

Mr. Bowser went very fully Into his j 
dealing with the fisheries of the prov¬ 
ince. asserting that as a result of hl» 
legislation and regulations the salmon 
fishery was being conserved aa It could 
not be done by a deportment 3.M0 miles 
away. The Dominion, by spselai terms 
in the a> t of union, was bound to pro¬ 
tect the fisheries of the province, but 
all Jt did was to keep up two expensive 
boats, known by the Halibut po aetie rs 
of Seattle as the crab-cruisers of Brit¬ 
ish f'olumhia In the federal reports 
for the year ending March II, 1907. this 
prov in ce contributed fifty per rent of 
the Dominion revenue from fisheries, 
but only got ten per cent of the expen¬ 
diture. Not a cent had yet tyeen paid 
under the modus vlvendl of 1W1. 

Because the Dominion does not col¬ 
lect any tax from the Japanese can¬ 
neries salting dog-salmon and other 
fish, while the province does. Mr. Bow¬ 
ser considered It proved that the Jap¬ 
anese government controls the Cana¬ 
dian cabifcet. 

"Do you want any more proof of the 
control of the Japanese nation over the 
Dominion government?" he cried. 

The attorney-general declared that It 
wa« the Intention of the government to 
obtain a decision from the privy coun¬ 
cil as to the right of kbe province to 
regulate its own fisheries, and that the 
Immigration act la now before that 
highest court In the realm. His answer 
"to gentlemen who attempt to Inter¬ 
fere with the administration of Justice" 
was that he would continue to enforce 
the fishery regulations strictly and im¬ 
partially. 

Land Policy. 

Coming to the criticism* of ihe land 
policy Mr, Bowser paid a compliment 
to the honor and ability of Chief Com-, 
mlsslener Fulton, and declared that the 
speeches of tho opposition would dis¬ 
courage settlers from going In.
